the asylum prior to 1879 under another name. 
Leaving now the plain statement of facts in 
the Consistory Court, we come to the romantic 
theory that this personage seen in an asylum was 
the supposed-to-be-buried Mr. Druce going by 
the name of Dr. Harmer, and that both were 
really two single gentlemen rolled into one, and 
no other than 


The Fifth Duke of Portland. 


The contention of Mrs. Druce is that this 
eccentric Duke lived a double or treble existence, 


‘finding change and solace from the dismal 


solitariness of the subterranean walks and rooms 
he had made at Welbeck Abbey, in the count- 
ing-house of Baker Street Bazaar, which it is 
rumoured he had access to through a secret 
passage leading thereto from the Ducal town 
house. The existence of this passage, however, 
is denied by the present able Manager of the 
Portman Daticing-Rooms, Mr. Burgoyne. Be that 
asit may, the allegation has been made on behalf of 
Mrs. Druce that the late Duke masqueraded as 
Mr. Druce, and was married to the illegitimate 
daughter of the fifth Earl of Berkeley, Born in

1800, he succeeded to the 
Dukedom in 1854, and it is 
asserted that before and 
after that year he, as 
Thomas Charles Druce, 
carried on the said business 
of upholsterer in Baker 
Street, living first in Camden 
Road Villas, then at 58, 
Finchley Road, and subse- 
quently at Mill Hill, Hen- 
don; the Duke’s death being 
set down as having hap- 
pened in 1879, whereas he, 
as Thomas Charles Druce, 
was alive until 1883! But 
if there be a shadow of a 
foundation for this strange 
story, surely witnesses can 
be called who must hare 
been familiar with the ap- 
pearances and handwriting 
of both the late Duke of 
Portland and the late Mr. 


Druce, and could easily 
point out the differences if 
there were any dissimi- 
larities. 


The Druce Grave, 


A of which a sketch is given, 
thus promises very soon to 
be a centre of general 
interest.

Considerable attention is being directed to the march of 
7 Major Martyr and his ex- 
pedition, which left Uganda 
some months ago, and must 
now be approaching the Belgian 
putposts on the Congo. The 
first Belgian post in the Congo 
Free State, north of Lake 
Albert Nyanza, is Ramigo, 
which lies to the south of 
Wadelai, The Major is believed 
to have with him four com- 
panies of troops, with a large 
number of carriers, and a com- 
plete equipment in the way of 
munitions, sto:es, and boats. 
It is not expected that he will 
be obstructed in his march by 
the Belgians, and that being so,

Lord Winchilsea’s Successor as Agricultural 
Leader.—The Central Council of the National Agricul- 
tural Union have been 
fortunate in securing the 
services of a worthy suc- 
cessor to the presidency in 
the person of Lord Temple- 
town. At a meeting of the 
Council, the Viscount was 
unanimously invited, and 
his Lordship, being present, 
consented to act. Lord 
Templetown is an Irish 
peer, and is the second 
of his line to sit in the 
Upper Chamber. In 1883 
he married Lady Evelyn 
Finch Hatton, sister of the 
deceased Earl of Winchil- 
sea, and in 1890 succeeded 
tə his present title, having 
previously held a commis- 
sion in the 60th Rifles. He 
was born in London forty- 
five years ago. For some 
years he was an electrical engineer; and he is now a 
member of the Institution of Electrical Engineers. He is 
no novice jn agriculture, and has written a work on 
“ Profitable pry Farming ’’—a subject. which British 
farmers should take to heart. 


The Recent Anti-Anarchist Conference in 
Rome was a success. Admiral Count Canevaro, Minister 
for Foreign Affairs in Italy, 
opened the proceedings by 
welcoming all the delegates. 
He thanked them on behalf 
of King Humbert, who was 
glad to see representatives 
of all the States of Europe 
assembled in his capital, 
and who entertained the 
most ardent wishes for the 
success of the conference. 
Admiral Canevaro was ap- 
pointed President of the 
Conference. M. Van Loo, 
the Belgian Minister, Sir G. 
F. Bonham, of the British 
Embassy, and MM, Pukler 
and Bjondel, Councillors of 
Embassy, were appointed 
Secretaries to the bureau. 
Strict precautions were 
taken by the police to pro- 
tect the members, large 
numbers of detectives 
having been appointed for 
this service. Although the 
delegates were received by the King and Queen, there were 
no testivities in their honour, for, in view of the serious 
character of the subject of deliberations, it was not thought 
desirable to give it an aspect of gaiety. 


Flourishing Poultry-Farming in Surrey. 
By special invitution, a visit was paid, on Nov. 15, to the 
poultry-farms at Baynards, in Surrey, belonging to Mr. 
Charles E. Brooke, Past Master of the Poulters’ Company, 
and a public-spirited promoter of poultry - farming. 
Among the guests present were the able Master, Mr. 
Gow, Mr. Leversidge (P.M.), Mr. Weatherley (P.M.), Mr. 
Bellamy, Mr. Hodges, Mr. Beal, sen., Mr. Beal, jun. 
Dr. Dingle, the Hon. E. Wittenoom (Agent-General for 
Western Australia), Mr. Sadgrove (clerk), Sir’ Sherston 
The methods of preparing the fowls 
for the London markets are based on scientific principles, 
and Mr. Brooke’s farms are the picture of order and clean- 
liness. The chickens are bought of the neighbouring 
tenant-farmers and others when they are from three to 
seven months old. Next, they are penned and permitted to 
feed naturally ; and, finally, they are ‘“‘ crammed ” by means 
of a machine, which enables an operator, by the pressure of 
a pedal, to fill the crop of the bird witha nourishing mixture 
of meal, fat, and skim-milk. A fortnight, or at most a 
month, is the time required to fit a bird for table, and the 
result is highly satisfactory. From Jan. 1 to Oct. 30 more 
than 36,000 fowls were sent from these farms to the Central 
and Leadenhall Markets, thereby showing the possibilities 
of home production. Were more men to follow Mr. 
Brooke’s energetic lead in this matter the foreign poultry 
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invasion wouid present. a less serous tace. 
is due to him for all that he has done to promote 
this home industry, which, like all other undertakings 
is fraught with difficulties, the chief being the uncertainty 
of the labour employed and the ‘punishing’ railway 


STuch praise 


charges. Of the three farms Iville has accommodation for 
112 dozen fowls, Fairview for 95 dozen, and at the Manor 
109 dozen. At the present season 300 dozen are kept -on 
hand for killing purposes, and the number of live fowls 
for fattening required weekly is fully 80 dozen. 


The Poulters’ Company is largely composed of 
practical men who have steadfastly set themselves to 
encourage the breeding and fattening of poultry in this 
country. To this end they give medals, and vote money 
for prizes at county and local exhibitions. During the 
inspection of Iville a large rat was sighted (as sketched), 
and an exciting hunt ensued, which eventually ended in its 
death, much to the satisfaction of host Brooke. 


Mr. John Aird’s Great Big Dam on the 
Nile.—The giant undertaking regarding the construction 
of a dam across the Nile 
has been commenced. 
Great activity prevails at 
Assouan, all the work- 
men’s dwellings, hospitals, 
and other buildings neces- 
sary for Messrs. John Aird 
and Co.’s immense staff 
having been completed. 
Over 2000 natives are at the 
moment engaged in blast- 
ing operations, and 250 of 
Italy’s -echeery sons are 
quarrying and dressing the 
building material. The dam 
is obviously. to form a 
storage reservoir for irri- 
gation purposes. The con- 
structor of the great dam— 
Mr. John Aird, M.P.—is a 
justly popular member of 
Britain’s Commons House 
of Parliament. For eleven 
years he has sat as Con- 
servativemember for North 
Paddington. Despite the 
fact that he is no orator, 
he exercises much influence 
among all sections of 
politicians. His tall 
figure, with the genial face, the flowing side-whiskers, is 
often in evidence at the Royal Academy, at charitable 
dinners, and he has been a liberal suppoiter of the various 
cabmen’s benevolent societies. He was born in 1833, and 
is a son of old John Aird, the famous railway contractor, 
who came up from Suffolk poor pnd founded the great 
firms of Lucas and Aird und Jonu Aird and Sons. Mr. 
John Aird, M.P., takes great interest in the Engineer and 
Railway Volunteers, and is a Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
regiment. 


The New Earl of Lathom.—Lord Skelmersdale, 
by the lamented demise of his father, the Queen’s highly 
esteemed Lord Chamber- 
lain, has become the Earl 
of Lathom. The new Lord 
is a most popular Society 
man.

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The United States to Pay Spain for the 
Philippines, and Peace to-be Concluded.—As 
was anticipated in the P.J.P., Spain’ has decided to accept 
the U.S. offer of payment for the Philippines. - At a meet- 
ing of the Hispano-American Peace Commission in Paris 
last Sunday, the Spanish delegates opened the proceedings 
by stating that, while maintaining from the standpoint of 
law the interpretation placed by them on Article 3 
of the Peace Protocol, they are _constrained to yield 
to force and to the conditions imposed on them 
by the Americans — namely, the abandonment of the 
sovereignty over the Philippines and also over the 
Sulus aguinst an indemnity of 20,000,000 dols. This 
indemnity could not be refused by the Spanish Com- 
missioners, because. it is embodied in the- proposal of the 
Americans, and could‘not be detached from. it. The 
Spanish and American Secretaries were. then directed to 
draft the article of the treaty of peace, ‘mentioning the 
acceptance by the Spaniards of the conditions imposed by 
the Americans. : 


Gale and Snow in America.—Our American 
brethren have felt the snowy and stormy advent of winter 
more than we hive in England. The severest snowstorm 
which has occurred in November for many years raged last 
Saturday and Sunday from Washington to Boston, and as 
far west as Pittsburg. A violent gale accompanied the 
snowfall, and the entire Atlantic coast was affected, traffic 
being interrupted and shipping damaged. At least thirty 
eraft stranded in the rf€ighbourhood of Boston Harbour. 
Among them was the Furness liner Okio, of nearly 
4000 tons. 


The Chusan Story.— Reuter’s Agency is informed 
that there is no truth whatever in the report circuiated at 
Shanghai that the British flag had been hoisted over the 
Chusan Islands.

URKEY-REARING is yearly becoming more 

popular in England, lovers of this favourite Christ- 

mas fare may like to know. ‘Turkeys are easily 

brought ‘to perfection. Once south-country farmers 

can be induced to. take up the variety -a most 

profitable one—there is little doubt that the industry of 

turkey-fattening will not long be practically confined to 
the east and north-west of England. 


The American Method 


is undoubtedly the most effective, and a note or two on the 
subject may not be amiss. Turkeys are among our earliest | 
feeders, for less than twenty-four hours after hatching they | 
will be fonnd eager for breakfast, which, for the first few | 
days, should eonsist of curds and stale bread soaked in

milk or water and squeezed as dry as possible. An onion 
ov two chopped fine, and a hard-boiled egg mixed with the

The Newly Hatched Poults, 


but, as they get stronger, the food can be made up of 
coarser materials. Corn and oat chop, chopped wheat, 
broken rice, ete., ean be used to make a coarse bread, or, as 
they get more accustomed to the food, any of the cereals 
named can be cracked and given without any further pre- 
paration. The greatest possible care must be taken not to 
overfeed the youngsters, for they are great gorgers, and 
their digestive system can very easily be ruined by lack of 
attention to this detail. Meat food may be given occasion- 
ally, but not so often as to cause any bowel trouble. 
Turkeys do not stand confinement well. At times the 
voung can be kept in a small enclosure for several weeks 
and all live, while again, all of a flock will be lost in less 
than a fortnight’s close confinement. I find it best to give 
some liberty, even if it is wet and bad, and the hens will 
drag their poults about in the wet.

Be Removed from the Shoot

The North Sea experienced terribly severe 
weather.

l the Drawing on our front page of the Isle of 


Wight Totland Bay Life-Boat proceeding to save 
the Captain and crew of the German vessel Ernst. 
She was bound from Liverpool to Dantzic, and 
was driven ashore near the Needles on the night 
of Noy. 23. The Captain (William Wallace) and 
two sailors endeavoured to swim ashore, and 
were rescued by the gallant crew of the Totland 
Bay Life-Boat. The life-boat afterwards set 
out in search of a raft to which four other of the 
German sailors had entrusted themselves, but 
was unable to come across the little party, 
who were consequently supposed to have been 
drowned. On the following (Thursday) night, 
however, 


The Raft Went Ashore at Muddiford, 


near Christchurch, Hants. The four men, who 
were in a greatly exhausted condition owing to 
their many hours’ buffeting about in the Solent, 
were taken charge of by the Coastguard and 
treated with every kindness. Franz Muller, the 
boatswain, said that when the mast went by the 
board he and three others took refuge on the roof 
of the cook-house, which they had securely 
lashed to the wreck. Prior to this, one man got 
out the life-boat, but was washed overboard, the 
boat being dashed to pieces against the side of 
the doomed ship. The crew showed distress 


signals, and rockets were fired in their direction, 
but fell short, and a life-boat (from Totland 
Bay) tried to get near them. 

At five o’clock on the Thursday morning the 
boatswain and his three companions decided to 
cast off from the wreck. They did so, and after 
a rough passage across the Solent neared Christ- 
church Head ; but as the shore was extremely 
rocky they made an effort to divert the course of 
the raft, and they were able to accomplish this 
successfully by shifting their positions. On 
nearing the sandbanks they were rescued by the 
Coastguard, who ran into the surf and drew them 
ashore.

Making of Elderberry Wine. 

Strip the berries, which should be ripe and 
fresh and gathered on a dry day, clean from 
the stalks, and measure in an earthen pan, pour 
boiling water on them in the proportion of two 
gallons of water to three gallons of berries, 
cover closely and let them remain until next 
day, then break up the fruit and strain through 
a sieve or cloth. Measure and add 3 Ib. of 
sugar, three-quarters of an ounce of cloves, one 
ounce of ginger bruised, for every gallon. Boil 
for twenty minutes, keeping it well skimmed. 
When something more than milk-warm, put it 
into a perfectly clean cask—or if a small 
quantity be made, into clean stone bottles. 
Fill the cask full, and then pour gently through 
the bung-hole a large spoonful (a table-spoon, I 
suppose) of new yeast which has been mixed with 
a little of the wine after it is still. Cork well. 
The sender of the recipe concludes by informing 
me that she always adds a quarter of a pound of 
raisins cut up small to each gallon.
